A gentleman who had served 


many years as teller in an eastern 
bank, recently explained to a Peoria 
editor a very simple way of detect- 
ing counterfeit bank notes. As wo 
mean to make use of this method in 
the future, to test the character of 
the immense number of bank notes 
we are frequently burdened with, wo 
reprint it for the benefit of our read 
ersalso: The United States notes 
are printed in sheets of four notes of 
one denomination on each sheet. 
These notes are lettered in the upper 
and lower corners, diagonally op 
posito, A, B, C, D. Each note has a 
separate and distinct number; and 
tho notes are always numbered in 
their order on the sheets. All vaotes 
of letter A have one as the corres- 
ponding figure: or a number, which, 
if divided by 4, would leave las re- 
mainder. To B, 2 corresponds, to C, 
3; and to D, 4—or the number will

The law holds the life of man in 


the highest regard, and only in ex- 
treme cases of wrong doing, and im- 
pelled by a bupremo necessity can 
another bo justified in taking it 
away 
In cases of mere assault, a 


person has no right to take life, 
though he may repel the assault by 
beating, till the aggressor desists. 
Where an attack is made with a mur- 
derous intent, or a deadly weapon, 
and the person "retreats to the wall'' 
and cannot otherwise escape with his 
life, if need be, he can kill his adver- 
sary. He will not be held responsi 
ble criminally, if ho acts in self- 
defence from real and honest con- 
victions as to the character of the 
danger, induced by reasonable evi- 
dence, although he may be mistaken 
ss to the extent of the actual danger, 
when other and reasonable and 
judicious men would have been alike 
mistaken. But if two paths are open 
to him, one leading from the conflict, 
and the other to it, and he chooses 
the latter, he must to escape the pen-' 
allies of the law, keep within its ex-, 
act lines, and not be in fault, as a 
person undertaking to defend him- 
self, when he can prevent a collision, 
does so at his extreme peril. A man 
who expects to be attacked shall first 
employ the means in his power to 
avert the necessity of self-defence, 
nor can he avail himself of a neces- 
sity which he wilfully brought upon 
himself, though OHO assaulted by 
another who has threatened to kill 
him, is not bound to run, thus in- 
creasing the danger by encouraging 
his assailant. The right of self de- 
fence proceeds only from extreme 
necessity, and also ends with it. The 
difference between murder and man- 
slaughter is, the former is committed 
with malice and the 'latter by provo-

We do not weary ourselves with fruitless 
attempts to drive it out, we open our 
windows and let in the pur&air .ltd the 
warm sunbeams, and presently the room 
is fresh and sweet again. So disease in 
the human body was once thought to be 
something tangible, that must be forci- 
bly ejected by the most stringent meas- 
ures Now it is regarded rather as an 
irregularity or defect of function than 
a positive existence, and the wise physi- 
cian applies himself to .straighten the 
vital poweis-, and to enable the body to 
outgrow morbid tendencies by fullness 
of life. 


The same method is equally effective 


in dealing with the evils of moral life 
and character. Take the faults aud fol- 
lic-- of childhood, for example—how arc 
they to be met? The little one, full of 
energy which must have vent, is contin- 
ually doing things that annoy and troub- 
le his elder*; or he is full of eager curi- 
osity, and asks innumerable questions. 
Shall we crush out his energy by strict 
repression and harsh penalties? Shall we 
not rather employ his energies iu inter- 
esting and harmless directions, and nour- 
ish his curiosity as the very germ of his 
future education? 


Is he .selfish, or deceitful, or vain? If' 


we think to pull up these faults by their 
loots, like noxious weeds, we shall iind 
ourselves mistaken. They are so inter- 
twined \vitli the fibres of liis nature, that 
we should only injure the one without 
destroying the other. But let us teach 
him .sympathy, and awaken aflections, 
and their warmth will melt the ice of 
selfi.-hne.ss; let us plant within him the 
love of truth, and teach him to hate 
every form of meanness and cowardice, 
and he will leave oil'deceitful practices; 
let us open to him the realms of beauty 
and of knowledge, and vanity will drop 
from him like a worthless earmeut. 


A large part of the ijn lo of the woria 


come from ignorance. It a large num- 
ber of people were iu a darkened hall, 
running against and hurting one another 
in vain attempts to get'out, angry at 
supposed insults, and in a geueral state 
of disorder and confusion, we should not 
pause to reason with them, to. reprove 
them, or endeavor 'to turn the chaos into 
order. There would be but one voice iu 
the matter—let in the light. 
Directly 


that was done, peace would. *)e restored, 
people would compo-e tlium&lve-, apolo- 
gize for past rudeness, help one another, 
and tranquilly pass out. 


Large numbers of men arid women are 


in mental or moral darkness. They are 
groping their way through clouds of er- 
ror, making false'steps, one after the oth- 
er, grasping helplessly at they know not 
what, hustling and injuring each other, 
without aim or object. There is only one 
efficient help we can render them, and 
that is—let in the light. Ignorance il 
not an entity to fight against, but a want 
to be supplied, a vaciium to be filled. 
Let us hasten to supply it in whatever 
way our means' will permit. To diffuse 
knowledge is far better than to attack 
error, and a single truth dis»eminated is 
more effective than a hundred blows.at 
false conclusions. 


Other evils of human life come from 


unsatisfied cravings of nature, and to 
recognize this fact is the iirst step to- 
ward 
their cure. Even intemperance 


and sensuality, hideous as they are, are 
mostly blind aud foolish gropings after 


j pleasure. It is not the pursuit of happi- 
! ness that is to blame, but the low ideals 


I that are formed. They need to be sup- 


planted by higher ones, not by rude tear- 
ing up, but by a gentle substitution. If 
we would help the fallen one, let us in- 
troduce him to pleasures of a purer kind 
than those he seeks. Let us open up to 
him the delights of home happiness; let 
us provide for him more innocent recrea- 
tion, purer amusements! and healthier ex- 
citements, satisfied if we can but win 
him to take one step higher in the grade 
of pleasure which he seeks. The a'scent 
once begun subsequent steps are easier, 
and presently he comes to value comfort, 
respectability, intelligence and the de- 
lights of sympathy and affection, and his 
old habits have sunk from him, as he 
has risen into a nigher life. 


All through human society, then, good 


is the most effective instrument with 
which to conquer evil. Not destruction, 
but fulfillment should be our effort. 
How shall we correct poor and unfaith- 
ful labor? By infusing the desire for ex- 
cellence. 
How shall we allay discord? 


By nourishing 
and developing 
the 


germs of love that lie dormant. How 
shall we cure our own faults and follies'! 
By cultivating an interest in things that 
are higher we lose the taste for the lower, 
and by giving everywhere and always 
our loyal adherence to the good and true 
and pure, we'inay conquer and outgrow 
the evil, the fake aud tke«*rrupt,
